With the hearing on the proposed

The forces of the anti-annexation¬ 
ists declare they are only beginning, 
to fight. They declare the .same 
tactics of unfounded promi.ses are 
being pursued to secure signatures 
favoring annexation.

The latest development in the 
school situation is the resignation 
of Dean William Carson Shaw, pres¬ 
ident of the school board, which it 
is understood was sent this morn¬ 
ing to County Superintendent Kep. 

News of the resignation was 
received in the following communi¬ 
cation to the editor of the News: 

Dear Mr. Morgridge:— 

I have sent my resignation as 
u-ustee of the School District to the 
'diiperintendent of .schools, to take 
effect immediately. 

As you are aware there is a new 
movement on foot to annex our 
public schools to the district of Pas¬ 
adena. I am fully convinced that 
such an act would be a calamity to 
our school’s welfare besides an un¬ 
speakable injustice to Sierra Madre. 

Since returning from my vacation 
I have been slightly con.scious that 
my presence on the board mi(»ht in 
some measure aid unwittingly toward 
annexation. The intere.st of the 
school is the paramount issue. It 
rises above individuals or groups of 
individuals. This thing ought not to 
happen, and if anything can be done 
to prevent it I gladly render my 
share of assistance. 

It was in the interest of child¬ 
hood’s welfare that I consented to 
take the office and it is this .same 
interest I gladly rellnguish it.

St. Rita’s Parish has been placed 
! in charge of the order of the Pas- 
, sionist h’athers since Rev. Father 
Woodcutter was transferred to the 
Altadena parish by Bishop Cant¬ 
well. Two or three members of the 
order will be assigned to the parish 
at once, and it is possible a large 
establishment may be devebiped as 
the growing importance of the field 
demands more workers. 

Not only the parish but thf Society 
and the Shrine of .St. Rita will he 
under the supervision of this order. 
Under the direction of Rev. Wood¬ 
cutter the society grew to an or¬ 
ganization of 3,000 members, scat- 
j tered in all parts of the world. It 
bad been his expectation to begin 
work on the new shrine building 
this summer, the foundation having 
been previou.sly laid. It is exjiected 
Ibis will be done as soon as the new 
order is well established. 

History of the Order 

The following brief and interest¬ 
ing history of the Pa.ssionist Fatiiers 
has been given the News: 

The full title of the order is “The 
Congregation of the Discalced Clerks 
of the Most Holy Cross and I’a.ssion 
of Our Lord Jesus Christ." Their 
founiler, St. Paul of the Cross, born 
near Genoa in l()!ll, put on the habit 
of the order in 1720. In 1721, hav¬ 
ing compiled constitutions which he 
wished his followers to observe, 
Paul went to Romo in order to ob¬ 
tain their sanction. .Approval having 
been received, Paul established tlie 
lir.st monastery of his congregation 
at .Monte Argentaro, near Orhitello, 
in 1737. The rules of the .society 
were confirmed by Bei^edict XIV in 
1716. In 1: 67 Paul of the Cross was 
canonized by Pius IX. 

The life of a Pa.ssionist is very' 
austere. They fast three days in ev¬ 
ery week, besides .Advent and Lent; 
they wear nothing on their feet but 
.sandals; they ri.se at night to say 
.Matins, and, indeed, recite the office 
of the choir at all canonical hours.

ities to enter his name if he will 
write me. 

The Coast Guard has announced 
an examination for September 10 
for all young men between the ages 
of eighteen and twenty-three on 
that date. 

Cadet Engineers, i. e. the men in

Many Plana Are Advanced for the 
Development of Streets 
and Property

The Civic Association’s City 
Beautiful committee is receiving 
many offers of cooperation from 
Sierra Madre citizens, indicating 
a real interest in the Fall tree 
planting campaign, and the Wisteria 
program. 

The fact that trees in parkways 
may not be cut down without a per¬ 
mit is quite generally understood. 
That it is equally necessary to ob¬ 
tain a permit for planting trees or 
shrubs in parkways is not so widely 
known. The plan that has proven 
most satisfactory in other cities is 
suggested by the committee, and its 
adoption without delay is urged. It 
is to call together property owners 
of a street, and after the claims to 
attractiveness and desirability have 
been presented, the tree or combina¬ 
tions of trees favored by the major¬ 
ity is adopted for the street and a 
planting permit is requested. 

The results of a tree planting 
campaign here twelve years ago 
should prove encouraging, showing 
as they do the charm and beauty of 
uniformity in street trees. Notable 
examples are Carter avenue between 
Baldwin and Auburn, and Montecito 
between Auburn and Lima. 

At the last committee meeting 
Professor Selling who je leading the 
movement for the improvement of 
Hermosa street, offered to give a 
sufficient number of fine Italian cy- 
pres.\^trees to plant the street and 
also suggesteil that garden owners 
give surplus plants and shrubs to 
the city nursery in the park, as soon 
as it is established, for free distri¬ 
bution. Miss Graham offers jaca- 
randa trees for planting on portions 
of Montecito. 

Mr. Udell after his motor trip to 
Seattle is enthusiastic about the 
“mountain maple,” corresponding 
rather closely to the “Oriental 
Plane,” which thrives in Sierra 
Madre. 

Facts tending to disprove the 
charges that have create<l .so much 
prejudice against pepper trees, have 
been receive<l from Mr. Webber, 
county pest control official, and sug¬ 
gestions as to how to make a 
charming garden under a pepper 
tree will soon be offered. 

The interest in wi.steria planting 
is increasing and Mrs. Martha Ku.st 
is furthering her long cherished 
plan for making Auburn avenue a 
“Wisteria Way,”to the famous Fen¬ 
nel vine. 

Mrs. Homer Tuttle’s suggestion 
that the city be made more beautiful 
next spring by the scattering of 
wild flower seeds on vacant lots be¬ 
fore the rains begin, is to be con¬ 
sidered. 

Protests have come to the com¬ 
mittee regarding the serious damage 
to beautiful trees by carelessness in 
burning weeds on lots without first 
spading a protecting circle about 
valuable trees. 

Mr. Fennel’s instructions regard¬ 
ing the necessity of keeping new 
runners on wisteria vines tied up, 
are being followed, judging by the 
number of citiipens that may be seen 
perched on ladders, with a garland 
of laffia around their neck, working 
diligently to keep the terminal buds 
from hanging down ami blasting. 
The ties should be move<l every 
morning during the remaining grow¬ 
ing season. At the W. E. Doty place ^ 
on North Lima and the W. J. Law¬ 
less place on West Grand View goo<l 
illustrations of tying may be seen, 
and also the use of pink ivy ger¬ 
aniums, which will quickly transform 
trellis of pergola posts into charming 
pink and green columns.

complexity of 
our modern eco- 
nomlc organization 
makes It necessary 
for the farmer to 
aR.sl8t In solving 
these problems if he is to succeed. 
In this new role—as a business man 
—the farmer steadily has advanced 
to a better position. 

There was a time when the farmer 
was dependent wholly upon private 
marketing agencies, whose Interest 

was not always Identical with his own, 
whose greed for profits sometimes out¬ 
matched consideration of the farmer’s 
need. Today there are many great 
co-operative marketing organizations 
that handle a large part of the farm¬ 
er's crop and win for him more liberal 
treatment from the private agencies 
which still handle the bulk of his pro¬ 
duction. 

Today the farmer also has his own 
co-operative agencies of credit. It not 
satisfied with the terras upon which 
his local capitalist Is willing to ad 
Vance money upon a land mortgage, 
the farmer can go directly to the Ked- 
eral I-and Dank, which, by reason of 
tax-exemption and other advantages 
Incidental to Its governmental char¬ 
acter, can loan money at a rock-bot¬ 
tom rate of Interest. 

In addition, the federal government 
has established another group of 
banks which permit the local bankers 
—by rediscount privileges—to extend 
the farmer credit for his current oper¬ 
ations on a more favorable basis than 
ever before. If he thinks his local 
bank is not sufliclently responsive to 
his need, this same legislation enables 
him to Join with other fanners in a 
cooperative marketing association 
and arrange for credit direct from the 
government banks. 

New Credit Facilities 
For years it has been the farmer’s 
complaint—with considerable Jiistllica- 
tlon—that he, alone of all producers, 
has been forced to market his cri'p 
on the buyer’s terms because of Ids 
Inability to use his products. In stor¬ 
age, as a basis for credit. Today the 
agricultural credits act aulhoriz-'S the 
acceptance of warehouse reci Ipts, on 
non-perishable agricultural prmlucts. 
as collateral for loans, the same as In 
the case of sugar or other commodi¬ 
ties of commerce. 

These developments have relieved 
the farmei from what seemed to be 
persecution by short-sighted, tight- 
fisted, grasping grain dealers, land¬ 
lords and bankers—for there were 
some bankers who were guilty of this 
very thing, who thought of the farm¬ 
er principally as a weak and Ignorant 
opponent In a game whose only slake 
was the collection of a high rate of 
Interest. The farmer’s suspicion of the 
banker arose because of misunder¬ 
standing. because he Judged hankers 
as a class by the derelictions of a few. 
Today, with these sources of govern¬ 
ment-controlled credit available at his 
call, the farmer cannot charge or even 
suspect that the bankers are conspir¬ 
ing to do him harm. 

As the real farmer has taken advan¬ 
tage of these opportunities, he has 
made himself a business man. Like 
other successful business men, he Is 
equipped with credit to finance his 
openitlons. he Is able to make use of 
labor -saving machinery, he Is able to 
barter with buyers of his products ns 
their equal.

COMPULSORY THRIFT 


Low Fares 
Four Route.s 


In Kansas a group of power and 
telephone companies Is trying a com¬ 
pulsory thrift plan, which affects 
about 1,200 employees and applies to 
every member of the organization 
from the president to the humblest 
day laborer. The plan requires that 
each shall save and Invest monthly 
at least 10 per cent of hl.s Income. 

Every month each employee must 
make a report to the general ofHee of 
how much lie has saved, and In what 
he has invested It. The Investment 
must be approved by a committee 
competent to advise, fjoverninent se- 
enxJties, savings hank accounts, build¬ 
ing and loan stock, payment on a 
home, even payments on furniture are 
allowed. If debts have been Incurred, 
these must he listed and payments 
may be arranged on them, but no 
more arc to be assumed. The Idea Is 
to make the employee live within hla 
means and also lay aside something 
In a definite form. 

Reports for the first nine months 
show that about IS per cent of the 
wages have been saved, no single em 
ployee falling below 10 per cent. This 
amounts to over $100,000. Failure to 
report or to save brings dismissal, but 
In only two instances among the l.SCi. 
employees was such action needed. 
Hudget hooks are distributed and 
their use explained as a helpful 
method In establishing a work'ni- 
scale of living that will allow fi>i 
thrift.
